NEW YORK, (CP)—Soviet opposition to free discussion of 
the veto power in the United Nations general assembly was with- 
drawn suddenly Friday by delegate Andrei Vishinsky in the 
face of a strong British and United States demand that the 
pubject be thrown open. 

Mr, Vishinsky said he was withdrawing Russian op- 
position in the interest of “unanimity’’ but warned that to 
debate such matters in the general assembly at this time was 
entering upon “dangerous ground.” 

The decision was made in the steering committee which 
spent all morning wrangling over the small-power demands 
that the veto power be curtailed, the British and American 
demands that it be discussed in the assembly, and the Russian 
stand against any veto debate in the larger body.

OTTAWA, (CP)—Federal govern- 
ment officials said Friday that 
negotiations were under way with | 
the United States in an effort to 
solve difficulties arising over the 
trucking of American goods in 
bond over the Alaska highway and 
reiterated that there was as yet) 
no treaty covering the matter. 

They were commenting on dis- 
patches from Seattle in which 
United States officials, including 
Senator Warren G, Magnusson, 
charged that Canada was discrim- 
inating against American citizens 
and that Canadian refusal to allow | 
shipment of goods in bond by truck 
was “completely contradictory” to 
a treaty.

Taking a Long View 

Edmonton's city council is looking ahead, 
@ good way ahead, in plotting what it hopes 
will become a permanent plan of street im- 
provement in keeping with the city’s growth. 

Even residents who know how fast the 
great open spaces are filling up will readily 
recognize this peering into the future as they 
note the list of streets which council has 
marked down on the plan as “major” thor- 
oughfares, 

Thus 137th Avenue, named as a major 
artery, is about three and one-half miles 
north of Jasper Avenue, which it parallels — 
on the map. And even beyond the city boun- 
daries road diversions are to be sought which 
would make country highways connect with 
Streets-to-be, Whatever fault may be found 
with the plan, it is obviously not drawn with 
a constricted conception of how large Edmon- 
ton is going to be. 

This of course is a long-range projection. 
It is not intended as a construction schedule 
for next year — nor for implementing in the | 
near future. The idea is that this should be 
a general plan, indicating some developments | 
not likely to be made for many years, but 
toward which the systematic improvement 
of streets should be carried on as conditions 
warrant and circumstances require. 

Provided some future council does not 
try to rush matters beyond reason, this for- 
ward looking program will be all to the good. | 
Edmonton has had plenty of experience to 
show the unwisdom of planless expansion. 
The street ‘jogs’ which successive councils 
for a quarter of a century have been straight- 
ening out could have been avoided if the 
original surveys had been made with some 
consistent regard for uniformity. 

For similar reasons it is wise to chart 
ahead now streets which may be expected in 
course of time to become “major” traffic 
arteries, It will be up to the taxpayers to 
see that a run-away council does not some 
time put on a splurge of premature con- 
struction, That is something which cannot 
by present action be made impossible. 

The voters will have to regulate the speed 
of development as occasion requires. What 
is being done now, and is highly desirable, 
is to mark out-the lines of ultimate develop- 
ment, and to take what steps may be necess- 
ary to facilitate improvements as this be- 
comes important, 


Careless Driving 
There is no information immediately | 
available to show whether or not other parts 
of the continent are suffering from an epi- 
demic of rash and wild motor car driving. 
But that epidemic certainly exists in Edmon- 
ton. Probably never in the history of the 
automobile have motorists shown such care- 
lessness and discourtesy as some of them 
display on the streets of this city. 
Edmonton people are no more rude and 
speed-ridden than the people of any other | 
community. Indeed, visitors frequently com- 
ment upon the extraordinary courtesy and 
consideration they ordinarily receive here. | 
There must be some special factor then that 


has entered the blood of some post-war dri- 
vers and impels them to recklessness, 

Traffic accidents in Edmonton, consi- | 
dered on the basis of population and the num- 
ber of vehicles in operation, are now far 
above normal in number. The near-accidents, 
in which the pedestrian escapes injury only 
by the grace of God and spectacular agility, | 
are incalculable, 

Cars and trucks whizz by pedestrians 
waiting for street cars at quite unnecessary | 
speed. They cut corners at intersections 
shamelessly. Their disregard for the rights 
and safety of those afoot, in too many instan- 
ces, is disgraceful, 

It should be noted that the behavior of 
the worst offenders is quite exemplary when 
there is a police constable standing by. It is 
not too much to ask, then, that more police | 
constables should be scattered around unob- | 
trusively at bad corners during the rush 
hours, and that these be instructed to lay 
complaints freely, 

Only a drastic police drive for safe driv- | 
Ing can really make Edmonton streets safe, | 


The Annuities Paradox 


The Canadian government has been ur- 
ging upon the people of this country the 
purchase of government annuities, This 
pressure, exerted by radio programs and ad- 
vertisements, is perfectly justified because 
Canadian government annuities, paying four | 
percent interest, are just about the safest and 
soundest investment a man can make.

Million- Mile Plane 
Serves Denmar

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, (NA- 
NA)— Probably the oldest aircraft 
in active commercial service is still 
flying daily from Copenhagen, Den- 
; mark, to Malmo, Sweden. The three- 
engined Fokker designed in 1928 
already has flown more than 1,100,- 
000 miles! 

The plane, named after Crown 
| Princess ’ngrid of Denmark, is bet- 
}ter known by its nickname, “the 
| Malmo Flash.” Acquired in 1934 by 
Danish air lines, “the Flash” has 
flown more than 7,500 hours with- 
out any kind of accident. It is of 
| the same type as that used by Adm, 
Richard E. Byrd and Col. Bernt 
Balchen in their famous flight across 
the Atlantic to France in 1927, 

“The Flash” was the pride of the | 
| airline before the war; but, follow- 
|ing the German invasion, was put | 
|to work fiying from Copenhagen 
|to the island of Bornholm, It is 
| still the only plane belonging to 
the commercial airlines which can 
land on that island. 

Immediately after the war it was 
| used to link the Russians on Born- 
| holm with Denmark, and now that 
}it is back in regualr service with | 
| DDI (Danish air lines) it makes 
la daily trip to Bornholm, now 
evacuated by the Russians. 

In addition to its daily Bornholm 
flight, “the Flash” also makes ten 


daily round-trips to Malmo. The | 


flight is so short—ten minutes—that | 
| it takes longer for passengers to 


clear customs and immigration, | 


In the current crop of airplane 
accidents, “the Malmo Flash” stands 
out as an example of the kind of 
safety in aviation that can be 
achieved by all.

Vaccine in Use 

This new vaccine already ha 
been used to check one serious 
rinderpest outbreak in British West 
Africa. Large quantities have been 
taken to China by UNRRA for 
treating infected herds, The vac- 
cine will help relieve starvation in 
India, China and the Pacific is- 
lands, where it has been the great- 
est scourge of cattle herds 

It is described as “one of the 
most contagious, infectious and 
fatal of all diseases.” The virus re- 
tains its virulence for several davs 
even when exposed to sunshine 
and the elements. It causes a vio- 
lent, eruptive fever which spreads 
through all the herds in a large 
area in a few days. It was consider- 
ed one of the worst accompaniments 
of medieval wars, but seldom has 
appeared in Europe during the past 
century.

Cause Disorders 


ROME, (AP) — One recurrent 
word in Italian newspaper headlines 
these days is “senzatetto,” which 
means literally, “those without 
roofs”’—the homeless. 

The word is seen in newspapers 
so often because the hundreds of 
thousands of people displaced by the 
war, bitter over delays in providing 
housing for them, are easily stirred 
to violence. 

Bloody rioting in Rome Oct. 8, in 
the course of which a tide of des- 
truction-bent demonstrators washed 
to the very door of Premier Alcide 
De Gasperi’s office, began, said in- 
vestigators for labor and the govern- 
ment alike, after a band of “senza- 

} tetto” from a camp in Rome's su- 
burbs joined demonstrating public 
works employes.

Air-Carried Poisons Deadly; 


Still Impractical as Weapo 


WASHINGTON, (NANA) —Air- 
| carried poisons 1,000 times more 
| deadly than the phosgene gas of 
| the First Great War now are in 
the hands of the army's chemical 
| warfare service. 

They are the basis for rumors 
of a “biological weapon worse than 


the atomic bomb.” 

The present problem is to find 
adequate means of disseminating 
the poisons so a large percentage | 
| of their deadly effect can be apvlied 
to a target and cover a wide area.) 
| Progress toward this end, as well 
jas the nature of the poisons them- | 
| Selves, naturally are military secrets | 
| of the first order. 

Can't Spread Poison Yet 

It is well known that the chemical | 
| warfare service now has the most | 
| virulent poison on earth—the bac- 
| terial poison found in spoiled foods 
which cause the highly fatal de- 
}sease of botulism. One estimate 
is that an ounce of it would kill 
| 180,000,000 people—if they could be 
reached with it.But there is no 
{way at present of spreading it.| 

At the time the Normandy land-

| try to spread a botulus infection. As 
a@ result, there was intensive work | 
in this country to prepare a toxoid | 
| which would protect American | 
troops.

Home Permits at $7,005,625 


Home-building permits totalling 298 were issued = during 
October this year with a value of $1,248,300 to brrng the cumul- 
ative total of permits to date to 1,711 and their value, $7,005,625. 

FOR THE PERIOD JAN 1 to Oct. 31, 1945, the total of home- 
building permits issued was 1,401, and their value $4,954,238, 
an increase this year of 310 houses, and $2,051,387, 

Included in the October, 1946 home-building permits is a 
master one from Wartime Housing Ltd., covering the erection 
of 150 homes in the Ritchie district. The permit value of these 
homes is $555,000. Earlier a master permit was taken out cover- 
ing the erection of blocks of homes by the Veterans Land Act 
administration. 

THREE INSTITUTIONAL PERMITS with a value of $717,555 
were issued in October, and 16 commercial building permits 
with a value of $96,000 to bring the cumulative total of permits 
issued to approximately $14,500,000. ‘

Moves to ‘Open Up’ Alaska 
Strike Defence Restrictions 


ET 
all United States soldiers have been 
withdrawn from the territory. But 
the trend nov seems to be reversed. 
Two army task forces of 1,500 
men have been dispatched to Alaska 
as an experiment in Arctic warfare. 
According to one report, B-29's with 
atom crews have also been sent 
there. What the Russians think 
about this has not yet been re- 
vealed, 

One of the army task forces will 
operate out of Fairbanks, under 
conditions of prolonged Arctic cold, 
The other will be stationed at Adak, 
the westernmost permanent base, 
where there are fog, rain, sleet, 
snow, and freakish storms, A third 
unit is to b> stationed at Camp 
McCoy, Wisconsin, to test out win- 
ter operations in this country, 

Army Controls Hamper 

Meanwhile, Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug is fighting an uphill 
battle to release army installations 
and reservations for civilian use, 
On his recent trip to Alaska he 
visited the towy of Kodiak, and 


| found that the principal dock was 


still under army control, although 
the army no longer needed it. Upon 
his return, Mr. Krug took steps to 
speed up the declaration of the 
dock as surplus property so the 
town could buy it. 


The interior department also ar-* 


ranged for the Chilkoot barracks, 
the oldest army post in Alaska, to 
be taken over as surplus property 
by a group of veterans who were 
banded together as the Veterans’ 
Alaska Co-operative Company, 
They paid $105,000 for the post, 
is a complete and modern 
town, with sewers and electricity 
all installed. The vets intend to 
use it as a base for operating a 
Steamship line, badly needed in the 
area, 

But such concessions hardly 
scratch the surface. Most of Alaska 
is still closed to settlement. The 
war, navy, agriculture and interior 
departments have withdrawn 115,- 
000,000 acres of the best land in 
Alaska. As a result, a veteran wish- 
ing to homestead can find few spots 
except in the interior or the far 
north. 

Few Spots for Settlers 
Most of Alaska’s 34,000-mile coast 


j line has been withdrawn from set- 


tlement. It is practically impossible 
to get good land along the inlets of 
southeastern Alaska or in the Cook 
Inlet lowlands, where the climate is 
mild, like that of western Washing- 
ton. And if a settler finds good 


| land along a river, he is faced with 


an outdated restriction requiring 


; him to build his home at least a 


quarter-mile from his nearest 
neighbor, One veteran complanied, 
“I don't want to have to live like 
a hermit all during the long Alaska 
winter.” 

Secretary Krug told this reporter 
he hopes to do away with these 
restrictions, and open much new 
land for settlement. There are 
nearly a million acres of good farm- 
land on the lowlands and plateaus 
of the Kenai Peninsula, near Sew- 
ard. Cattle thrive there, and beef 
fetches twice the price it does in 


|} the US, 


Much of the valley land in the 
south is also very good. The Matan- 
uska colony has thrived in recent 
years. In the early part of the war, 
for example, the lettuce yield was 
86 crates an acre—and lettuce sold 
for $3.50 a crate in the Alaska 


| market. 


Settle long Highway 
Secretary Krug has great hopes 
for the Alaska tourist industry. He 


| has already arranged for the land 


along the new Alaska highway to 
be opened for settlement, and is 
now crusading for a second highway 
up the Pacific Coast through Bri- 
tish Columbia, so that the summer 
tourists can make a triangular tour 
from the U.S. But he admits that 
until facilities for tourists are put 
in on a much greater scale, few 
will undertake the long drive. 

The interior department js doing 
everything in its power to regular- 
ize the fishing industry. It operates 
an experimental laboratory in 
Ketchikan, which is showing the 
industry how to utilize waste pro.

of most of the discussions. No 
country thus far has suggested a 
general substitute for American

The Canadian delegates are on

There was a great throng at city 
hall for the civic reception but it 
was so undemonstrative that as- 
sembly president Paul-Henri Spaak 
of Belgium commented on it. 

“Do not lose confidence in us,” he 
pleaded. “You must put your trust 
in us and we will do our best to 
bring you peace. Outside of the 
United Nations there is nothing that 
can assure peace so we must suc- 
ceed.” 

The storm of protest that has 
raged over the choice of prospective 
permanent sites upstate in West- 
chester county, from ‘those whose 
properties would be taken over, has 
rather set the pattern for local re- 
action to the distinguished visitors 
of the United Nations,
